When people found out about the end 
i of Dead Stop and their finaJ show, they gof in touch wtth each other and wanted to 
Fi express what it ail meant to them- Spontaneously they wrote down their thoughts, 
(thefr stories and their anecdotes on Dead Slop and sent them to us. Dead Stop 
'dWnl leave anyone untouched. The outburst of emotions on May 20th will be of | 
1 unseen proportions. From total craziness and exuberance because it's the last time 
J we'll ever see Dead Stop, to sadness and grief because we all know what we're 
■ gonna miss. Wh&e thinking about May 2^ and reading through these pages upon 
| pages of stories and anecdotes, we decided that It was a good Idea to collect all 
these writings In a fanzine so that the best hardcore band of our times will never be 
forgotten.
